INTERESTING QUESTION 


Is Invoked In McCall Case and Nicholas 


Wants to Test it. 


S. H. Nicholas exolainedhis connec- 
tion with the ca»e of John McCall 
against the city in which McCall was 
last week given a judgment, of 8250 in 
common pleas court- for injuries re- 
ceived in an open ditch on Chestnut 
street. He explained tbe manner in 
which the defeose wascondncted, and 
said he was now at a loss to know 
what to do. As the water trustees 
had first caiied upon him regarding 
the matter be had communicated the 
result of the trial to them. They bs.d 
decided they would like to see the 
case oassed upon in a reviewing court. 
Tbe particular proposition involved, 
he said, is that a coi p^raUon main- 
taining a water works acts in its sov- 
ereign capacity, and whatever injur- 
ies result 
>>t any individual in build- 


ing and maintaining the water works, 
the injured bas no right to sue. If this 
accident resulted because of repairs to 
the water works the plaintiff had no 
right to sne. Attorney Nicholas ex- 
plaiued this question had not been 
settled in common pleas, and the 
trustees would like to see it go to cir- 
cuit court. He was so confident of 
his position that he said be would 
charge nothing for his services if the 
c«tse was loivt in circuit court, that is 
he would charge nothing for taking 
the case t* that court and arguing it 


"What is the total cost including 
attorney fees?" pointedly asked Mr. 
Barcrotr- 


"Well I nave never thought of that. 
Attorneys fees are about the 
last 
thing I ever think of. and I don't 
know what it will be. I have cot even 
discussed our charge with Mr. Mer- 
relL" 


"Do yon think attorney fees and 
other COCK will be more than tbe 
judgment ?" asked Mr. Brooke. 
"I think so. I don't expect to be 
paid for ail the work I have done for 
I never found a 
more Interesting 
question. I have worked on it during 
three years in my spare time." 
"I am-satisfied,'" said Mayor Cas- 
si ogham. '-It seems to me as though 
there was some carelessness in leav- 
ing the ditch without a lantern. 
In- 
dividually I am sorry the judgment 
was against us, but I am not in favor 
of spending any more money following 
It. I think erery man who opens a 
ditch in a street should be under a 
bond of 3500. Oae complaint we get 
is the water department 
puts out 
lights and same one steals them." 
'•This suit will settle that ques- 
tion." broke in Mr. Nicholas. 


"Wouldn't a railing around open 
ditches be a good thing?" asked Mr 
Barcroft. 


"The law specifies a red light," said 
Doctor- McNaughton. 


'•We are not contending 
on the 
facts," said Attorney Nicholas. ='The 
difference is on a quest-ion of Saw be- 
tween tne court and counsel.'' 
"It seems to me we are not capable 


of taking up that matter after it has 
been settled and passed upon by a 
judge," said Mr. Stewart. "I am con- 
tent to let the matter rest where it 
is." 


Mr. Rinner said be thought council 


should take the advice of the water 
trustees. They should bear the blame 
He wanted none of it, but. was willing 
to have the case carried up if the 
trustees thought best. 
Mr. Brooke, 


of course, said Mr. Rinner echoed hii 
sentiment. 


Attorney Nicholas said council bad 


50 days in which to take the case to 
circuit court, and if council preferred 
to talk the matterover with citizens 
they bad time to make a fair investi- 
gation. He thought, it. was a serious 
matter, and that if this case was to 
stand as a precedent is would be dan- 
gerous. Everybody would be sning 
the city. He thought the water trus- 
tees understood Uie dangers to the 
town fuily. 


"I move you the water trustees fix 
a date to talk this matter over with 
council,"said Dr. McNaughton. Mr. 
Timmons seconded the motion, aad 
Former Solicitor Yoorhees suggested 
council discuss the matter and aecide 
at the next meeting. L. W. Pocock 
said the trustees could meet council at 
any time, 
and 
Dr. McNaughton 
changed his motion so that next Wed- 
nesday night was made the time for 
tbe meeting. 


Solicitor McDowell brought up the 
case of Mrs. Bordenfcircher against 
t-he city. He said tbe city had a 
fighting chance and would like to take 
it up. Mayor CassiDgham gave tbe 
details of the case, already printed in 
THE AGE, and Mr. Brooke sa^d he 
would like to see ittested. Mr. Tim- 
mons moved the solicitor take up the 
case. Doctor McNaughton seconded 
and the motion carried without 2. dis- 
senting voice.

probably lor the purpose of prosecu- 
tion." 


South and the Negro. 


Raleigh, X. C., Oct. 30.—Governor 


Aycock opened the negro state fair in 
an address ia which he nrged the 
negro to build up society among them- 
selves, founded on culture, intelli- 
gence and virtue. In the course of the 
address he referred to the president 
dining Booker T. Washington, and 
said to the negroes that their best 
friends lived in the south. He told 
them they did not need recognition 
by the president, as it would avail 
nothing in the south. He said: "The 
law which separates yon from the 
white people in the state socially has 
been and always will be inexorable, 
and it need not concern you or me 
whether the law is violated elsewhere, 
it never will be in the south." 


Czolgosz Hanged In Effigy. 


Xew York, Oct- 30.—Czolgosz was 


hanged in effigy at Henspstead, Long 
Island, with elaborate ceremonial, 
amid hisses, catcalls and groans. 
Moses A. Baldwin of Post Xo. 44. 
Grand Army, marched with the elab- 
orately constructed effigy to Smith's 
hotel, where it was swung up into a 
tree and many pistol shot were fired 
at it. Rockets, roman candles and red 
fire were burned, and under the swing- 
ing eSgy a. Sre of tar barrels was 
started. Then amid the cheers of the 
thousand or more persons who had 
gathered, the effigy was cut down and 
allowed to drop into the fire, where it 
was consumed.

The Pretoria correspondent of the St. 


Louis Post-Dispatch has b«*sn making 
a tour of British detention camp* for 
Boer women and children at Irene. 
Poucheffgtroeni and Bloemfontein, all 
of which, he declares, were found to 
be great hospitals with cemetery an- 
nexes. 


Buc there Is no hospital Iu the world 


where, outside of the time of great epi- 
demics, so many patients die. The 
hospital »o called at Bloemfontein. for 
instance. Is uow yielding eight to ten 
corpses a day. At Potscheffstroem 240 
mothers and little one* were carried 
out last month, while Irene saw its 
population of imprisoned women less 
ened by 137. The official records show 
the prevalence of the usual hospital 
and prison diseases—typhoid, cieasles, 
malaria. Infantile sicsuess — but they 
show more. 
In a good many cases 


starvation or "broken heart" are nam- 
ed as the cause of death. 


Your correspondent saw no cases of 


actual starvation; the British sublieu- 
tenants who conducted him through j 
the various cuuips sp:tred him that aw- 
ful sight, but whether at Pretoria. 
BUx-mfonteln or PotscheSTstroein be 
was always followed by crying chil- 
dren, who quickly devoured the small 
snpyly of biscuit, bread and preserves 
he had to give. As to the elder women 
and grown girls, they sat silently, defi- 
antlv. their bauds wrapped iu aprons 
as if afraid that, despite their "high 
sense of disunity anTTuouor. they might 
stretch them forth Tn'supplication. 


The women and children at Irene are 


the worst off. says the correspondent 
There hunger stalks abroad In open 
daylight, nnd the people are so weak- 
ened by long continued lack of the nec- 
essaries of life as to fall like flies be- 
fore changes of temperature and inci- 
dental illnesses that under ordinary 
circumstances they wouldn't tnind at 
nil. The matrons and girls are sallow 
faced and haggard, the children listless 
or whimpering, all their inborn sturdi- 
ness and boisterousness gone- 


Slow starvation is mostly responsible 


for the state of exhaustion and weak- 
ness that particularly prevails among 
old ladies and young girls just blossom- 
ing into womanhood. The fate of the 
latter is particularly bard. Try as they 
may, 
they cannot get food enough to 


acquire sufficient strength for outliving 
the most critical period of their lives. 
Some mothers told me there was a 
movement on foot to make a personal 
appeal to King Edward, but the girls 
refuse to sign the petition. Tbey have 
been told that King Edward was never 
known to do anything for a good wom- 
an. 
"What chances would we have 


with him?" they say. "Besides. Joe 
Chamberlain would certainly intercept 
our petition." 


Another frequent cause of death and 


disease among the captive women and 
children is officially styled "broken 
heart." 
-Remember." sai'l -Tie of the stricken 


ladies at Pretoria to the correspond- 
ent, "resneuiber that we people, re- 
duced to beessry—nay. actual, bitter 
want—by British twentieth century 
warfare, were for the most part well to 
do. living oa our own farms, in the 
midst of plenty, having servants, 
horses, c-attie. everything in abundance 
for making life happy. 
Remember, 


too. that all we possessed was gained 
by our fathers" aad our own sweat 
Ab. we Boer women worked hard, ter- 
ribly bard, for what we called our own. 
and to lose it at one stroke by an act 
of wanton, unprecedented and utter- 
ly 
useless barbarism is certainly 


enough to unsettle one's mind and 
drive one to melancholy. Most of tbe 
elder women here, the mothers espe- 
cially, suffer as much from grief over 
their loss as from hunger and on ac- 
count of tbe death or absence of their 
loved ones." 


The 
women didn't complain of 


Tosnmy Atkins in particular, except to 
sav jhnt he had no more conscience or 
bun anity than a machine. "If ordered 
to burn a house or furniture or kill 
cattle, he will do it, no less, no more. 
If ordered to slay women and children, 
be will do that, too. no less, no more," 
said one of the female captives. "It's 
all tbe same to him. for discipline has 
robbed him of all reasoning power, of 
all qualities of heart- Today a butcher 
and incendiary, if Joe Chamberlain 
orders him tomorrow to be something 
else, better or worse, be will try to live 
up to that dictum also." 


A horrible illustration of tbe above 


is tbe case of a young girl named An- 
nie Bloem, whom your correspondent 
saw at Potscbeffstroem camp. She Is 
a beautiful creature, but hopelessly 5n- 
sane. For several months she has been 
repeating day and night tUis cry of 
agony, "Ha?.l doch mey ma nit ze ver- 
braand"' ("Let me go. mother is burn- 
ing"). Say-ug this, she makes futile 
efforts to release herself 
from 
tbe 


straitSacket. cries, kicks, scratches and 
bites. 


Here is her sad story: 
Annie hails from tbe Sterkstrom set- 


tlement (now wiped, out) in the dis- 
trict of Rust»nburg. The detachment 


or wouldn't understand ber. 
atore sne begged to be leleaeed 
•ore they laughed and fooled. 


Thus Annie had to endure their 


eoarse caresses during tbe horriMe 
half hour when »he knew that her 
mother was being slowly roasted to 
death almost within hailing distance of 
her. When at last the house fell and 
the charred bones were found, the 
Tommies were very eorry. but it was 
too late. Mother and daughter were 
dead—the one physically, the other 
mentally. The leader of the column 
afterward said be thought Annie was 
trying to save some piece of furniture, 
clothes or fluery. This being forbidden, 
be ordered ber restrained. 


The consensus of opinion among the 


captured women Is to the effect that 
all their own sacrifices and tbe British 
losses as well are utterly useless and 
wastef uL -Joe Chamberlain hasn't yet 
began to understand the character of 
cur lieople." they say. "He thinks he 
can iutiiKe our husbands and brothers 
to lay down arms by making us. their 
wives and sisters, and our Uttle girls 
and tKtya suffer by condemning ns to 
slow death, but he Is mistaken. The 
Boc-r loves his family and bis home 
above everything else in the world. 
Homesickness is a hereditary disease 
with us. If tbe British had protected 
our homes instead of destroying them. 
S5 per ceut of the combatants would 
havo eventually given In because nn- 
able to withstand the attraction of the 
home and the loved ones they had left 
bebiud. Thus armed resistance would 
have become disorganized, and tbe 
British might have conquered after alL 


"But -loe Chamberlain, in his blind 


hatred, decided upon the Boer family 
destruction, and now the defeat of the 
British arms is inevitable, for nothing 
is left to isduce our men and brothers 
to submit. Their houses are bnrued. 
their loved ones scattered or dead. 
British promises? The Boers don't 
care a £g for them! No. our men will 
never throw off the harness of war to 
don that of captivity or slavery."

have concrete walls and 
and some of them also floors and roofs 
of the same composition- The general 
plau of construction was the usual 
one of pouring the concrete into molds 
built of tongued and grooved pine 
boards, special wooden frames being 
used where necessary. The buildings 
call to mind what was in all probabili- 
ty the earliest practical Tenture in this 
field, made by Mr. W. B. Ward about 
a Quarter of a century ago and de- 
scribed by him a short time thereafter 
in a paper read before the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers. 


Mr. Ward's enterprise took the shape 


of a building for dwelling purposes, in 
which not only the external and in- 
ternal walls, cornices and towers were 
made of concrete, but all the beams, 
floors and roofs as well, re-enforced 
with light iron beams and rods. Fur- 
thermore, all the closets, stairs, balco- 
nies and porticoes, with their support- 
ing columns, were molded from the 
same material. The only wood in the 
wttole structure was in window sashes 
and doors, with their frames, and in 
the stair rails, thus excluding every- 
thing of a combustible nature from the 
main construction.

Czolgosz's last 
words were: "I shot the president. I 
die because I thought It would benefit 
the good people, the good working 
people. I am not sorry for my crime. 
I am awfully sorry I could not see my 
father." 
Czolgosz was not mentally- 


deficient, according to the statement 
of the physicians who conducted the 
autopsy. His brain was found to be 
above normal.
